E U W HITNEY 


'THIE mechanical and engineer- 
ing geniu s which has made 
America the world’s foremost 
indu strial nation is symbolized 
by the figu re of one of ou r first 
and most signifi arte inventors, 
Eli Whitney. Not only his tech­ 
nical talents, bu t the elements 
of ambition and pertinacity in 
his character, place him in the 
roster of great Americans whose 
memory is a perpetu al sou rce of 
inspiration. 
Eli Whitney was 24 years old 
before he su cceeded in entering 
Yale for the edu cation which he 
craved as a basis for his inven­ 
tive u rge. Poverty and the op­ 
position of his parents had pro 
vented him before that. He had 
been born at Westboro, Mass 
on December 8 , 1765, and his 
mechanical ingenu ity was evi­ 
dent from childhood. His per­ 
severance 
against 
immense 
odds enabled him to tu rn that 
ingenu ity to accou nt. By saying 
for y ears o ut of small earnings 
froni odd jobs he accu mu lated 
the wherewithal for a belated 
edu cation. 
Chance led him to Savannah 
after 
completing 
the 
college 
cou rse. There he observed the 
tediou s manu al method of clean­ 
ing raw cotton. He heard of the 
decision of many of the fore­ 
most planters to abandon cotton 
growing as 
u nprofitable. 
The 
problem fired his imagination. 


Within a year Eli Whitney 
produ ced the first model of his 
cotton gin, which accomplished 
in an hou r what it had tak en 
many days to do by hand. Over­ 
night almost the cotton indu stry 
became 
a 
leading 
sou rce 
of 
American 
wealth 
and 
power, 
and King Cotton sat enthroned 
on 
Eli 
Whitney’s cotton gin. 
Two years before the epoch- 
mak ing invention, American cot­ 
ton exports were a scant 20,000 
pou nds. Twenty-five years later 
they had mou nted to 270,000, 
000—and this growth was du e 
primarily to the Yank ee grit 
and American daring of the self- 
made inventor. 
The cotton gin brou ght its in­ 
ventor bu t little personal finan­ 
cial retu rn. It was not u ntil 
some year3 later, when his im ­ 
provements in 
firearms 
made 
him more afflu ent, that 1m was 
able to taste the comfortable ex­ 
istence that his geniu s merited. 
Eli Whitney died on Janu ary 
8 , 18 25, at New Haven, Conn. 
The North, which was his home, 
and the Sou th, which he had so 
vastly enriche !, joined in mou rn­ 
ing the nation’s loss. The digni­ 
fied 
sarcophagu s 
memorial 
which mark s his last resting 
place in a New Haven cemetery 
—shown in the sk etch above— 
expresses aptly the nobility < 
his character and the solid worth 
of a pioneer indu strial inventor.
